U.S. Units Scatter Big Force 


Saigon, Viet Nam U&—U.S.. 


1st Cavalry Division troops, 
tracking communist besiegers 
of Plei Me, met and s c a t- 
tered Sunday a large enemy 
force that outnumbered them 
two to one. Casualties on 
both s i d e s were reported 
heavy after what Americans 
described as one of the most 
savage battles of the V i e t 
Nam war. 


U.S. officers on the scene 


eight miles west of the Plei 
Me special forces camp ex- 
pressed belief the enemy was 
a regular force of the North 
Vietnamese army. 


A dispatch from the battle 


area said 56 communist bod- 
ies had been counted by U.S. 
officers. The Americans be- 
lieved more communist dead 
were carried off. 


'Damned Agressive' 


U.S. casualties w e r e so 


high, one American 
officer 


said, because his men were 
"so damned aggressive." 


The fighting started at 11:30 


a.m. Saturday and r a g e d 
through the night. It tapered 
off to sporadic action by mid- 
afternoon Sunday with 
the 


communists in hiding. 


In the air war over North 


Viet Nam, a spokesman re- 
ported, 45 U.S. planes des- 
troyed two more surface-to- 
air missile (SAM) sights 22 
miles south of Hanoi. Three 
other sites were reported to 
have been damaged heavily. 
One U.S. plane was shot down 
by conventional groundfire but 
the pilot was rescued, t h e 
spokesman said in Saigon. 


The fight around Plei Me 


involved two companies of air 
cavalrymen, trained to oper- 
ate in rugged terrain, a n d 
what U.S. officials figured to 


be about five companies 
communist troops. 


Second to Move 


The U.S. troops made con- 


tact w i t h the enemy in an 
area veined with streams and 
covered by bush, trees and 
elephant grass. 


U.S. officials reported last 


week that five regiments of 
the North Vietnamese army 
are in South Viet Nam and 
that most of them are in the 
central highlands.

Plei Me outpost apparently 
has become a valued prize be- 
cause it is a roadblock to a

In the battle of Plei Me last 


week, U.S. and South Viet- 
namese officials counted near- 
ly 400 communist dead. But 
U.S. military authorities now

by about a d o z e n U.S. ad- 
visers and about 300 S o u t h 
Vietnamese. 


The weekend encounter near 


Plei Me v/as close and hard— 
"almost hand-to-hand," said 
C a p t. John Richardson o f 
Baltimore, Md., commander 
of one of the two U.S. com- 
panies. 


First Contact 


Richardson's 
c o m p a n y 


made first contact with the 
enemy, ambushing an 11-man 
enemy supply detail and kill- 
ing five of them. While pursu- 
ing the other six into the trees, 
comunist snipers came into 
action. 


'"Suddenly, the whole wod- 


line opened up," Richardson 
said. "They were in trees. 
They were in bushes. A lot 


dad bushes tied to them. Most 
had automatic weapons. They 
gave hardly any muzzle flash 
and no smoke. They were al- 
most impossible to spot." 


Then, t h e platoon gained 


high ground and slashed t h e 
enemy with heavy fire. 


A second U.S. cavalry unit 


ran into an ambush in a field 
strewn with needle-point bam- 
boo stakes. The men dropped 
to the ground under heavy 
communist fire. 


"It was a nightmare," said 


Sgt. Paul E. Key of Kokomo, 
Ind. "We were out in waist 
high grass and they were 
firing from trees." 


Later, artillery fire and U.S. 


Air Force Skyraiders plas- 
tered me communist positions 
with napalm and high explo 
sives. The cavalry t r o o p s 
moved out again, driving the 
communist troops into the 
bush. 


— The Soviet Union showed off Sunday a 


huge rocket which it said is capable of triggering a surprise 
nuclear attack from space. 


The rocket had been shown once before but its capabil- 


ities were described for the first time Sunday, during the 
mammoth military parade marking the 48th anniversary 
of the Bolshevik revolution that installed communism in 
Russia. 


The Russians said the 115- 


foot rocket could put'a nuclear 
warhead into orbit around the 
earth. From the first or a n y 
later orbit, an official an- 
nouncement said, ground con- 
trol could fire the nuclear war- 
head "unexpectedly" at a tar- 
get. 


The United States has tested 


missiles designed to destroy 
attacking missiles in space. 


Violate U.N. Pact 


Orbiting of a nuclear-armed 


weapon would violate a United 
Nations agreement which the 
Soviet Union and the United 
States have signed. The Rus- 
sians, however, said only that 
they were capable of launch- 
ing such a weapon, not t h a t 
they had done so. 


The orbital missile received 


the place of honor, the l a s t 
spot, in the parade through 
Red Square. 


Before it in the parade came 


a mobile missile which the 
Russians described as invul- 
nerable. 


Top Soviet leaders and Cu- 


ban Armed Forces Minister 
Raul Castro, the brother of 
Fidel, stood atop Lenin's Tomb 


of weapons shown here be- 
fore. 


The orbital rocket w a s 


shown for the first time last 
May Day. The Russians said 
then it had an "unlimited" 
range and was similar to the 
rockets which launched Sov- 
iet space ships. 


Informed sources said the 


United States has n e v e r 
claimed a weapons system 
with a capability to launch 
nuclear attacks from space 
but they said that since both 
countries can orbit and re- 
turn manned spacecraft 
to 


earth near a pre-determined 
spot, it should be assumed 
that both can do the same 
thing with a nuclear w a r - 
head. 


U.S. Interceptors 


The United States is work- 


ing on missiles that could in- 
tercept other missiles in 
space. They are the Nike Ze- 
us and the Nike X. 


Nike Zeus is designed to 


make intercepts outside the 
atmosphere at altitudes of 200 
miles or more. The Nike X 


Medicare Pay Spelled Out 


Washington (UPI) — T h e 


government moved the new 
medicare program a s t e p 
closer to reality Sunday night 
by spelling out how hospitals 
may select an intermediary 
to handle payment of patient 
bills. 


T h e announcement w a s 


made by the Social Security 
administration amid a grow- 
ing controversy over payment 
procedures. There have been 
indications that some hos- 
pital groups would name in- 
termediaries without waiting 
for government guidance. 


The first part of the pro- 


gram to provide hospital and 
nursing home care for mil- 
lions over 65 will go into effect 
July 1,1966. 


Key Part 


For the nation's 10,000 hos- 


pitals, 15,000 nursing homes 
and 1,500 home health agen- 
cies, the handling of actual 
payments is a key p a r t of 
the health care for the elderly 
program created by Congress 
earlier this year. 


According to a Social Se- 


curity announcement, hospital 
and nursing home associations 
may nominate any organiza- 
tion to act as intermediary. 


It must meet certain govern- 
ment standards, however. 


The new law provides for 


the intermediary, preventing 
hospitals from dealing direct- 
ly with patients or the gov- 
ernment when handling bill- 
ing. 


Commercial health insur- 


ance organizations are report- 
edly competing for the inter- 
mediary job with state and 
nationwide hospital associa- 
tions. The firms, while han- 
dling the job on a non-profit 
basis, hope to sell program 
patients health policies pro- 
viding s e r v i c e s the gov- 
ernment program doesn't.

The orbital weapon, at 115 


feet, is the longest nuclear 
missile ever displayed here. 
It is a three-stage, liquid- 
fueled ICBM with a range of 
more than 5,000 n a u t i c a l 
miles. 


The missile the Russians 


described as a new ICBM ap- 
peared to be a revised version 
of the so-called "Iron Maiden" 
unveiled last May. This was a 
bulky missile about 40 feet 
long encased in an iron pod 
which opens for firing. The 
whole system is carried on a 
tracked vehicle. 


The revised edition is about 


60 feet long, solid-fueled and 
appears to be about five feet 
in diameter. There was no 
way of telling whether the 
closed carrier case actually 
hauled a missile through the 
parade. 


Western experts define an 


ICBM as a missile with a 
range of m o r e than 5,000 
miles. The Russians have not 
given their definition of ICBM 
range. 
Western e x p e r t s 


estimated the new Soviet mis- 
sile's range at between 1,500 
and 5,000 miles. 


The parade a l s o included 


the so-called "guideline" mis- 
sile used in North Viet Nam. 
These are surface-to-air mis- 
siles about 35 feet long. Each 
contains two sets of fins—one 
about half way down,

Casu alties on 
both s i de s were reported 
h eav y after wh at Americans 
described as one of th e most 
sav age battles of th e V i e t 
Nam war. 
U.S. officers on th e scene 
eigh t miles west of th e Plei 
Me special forces camp ex ­ 
pressed belief th e enemy was 
a regu lar force of th e North 
Vietnamese army . 
A dispatch from th e battle 
area said 56 commu nist bod­ 
ies h ad been cou nted by U.S. 
officers. Th e Americans be­ 
liev ed more commu nist dead 
were carried off. 
‘Damned Agressiv e’ 
U.S. casu alties w e r e so 
h igh , one American officer 
said, becau se h is men were 
“so damned aggressiv e.” 
Th e figh ting started at 11:30 
a.m. Satu rday and r a g e d 
th rou gh th e nigh t. It tapered 
off to sporadic action by mid­ 
afternoon Su nday with th e 
commu nists in h iding. 
In th e air war ov er North 
Viet Nam, a spokesman re­ 
ported, 45 U.S. pl a ne s des­ 
troy ed two more su rface-to- 
air missile (SAM) sigh ts Z2 
miles sou th of Hanoi. Th ree 
oth er sites were reported to 
h av e been damaged h eav ily . 
One U.S. plane was sh ot down 
by conv entional grou ndfire bu t 
th e pilot was rescu ed, th e 
spokesman said in Saigon. 
Th e figh t arou nd Plei Me 
inv olv ed two companies of air 
cav alry men, trained to oper­ 
ate in ru gged terrain, a n d 
wh at U.S. officials figu red to 


be abou t fiv e companies of 
commu nist troops. 
Second to Mov e 
Th e U.S. troops made con­ 
tact w i t h th e enemy in an 
area v eined with streams and 
cov ered by bu sh , trees and 
eleph ant grass. 
U.S. officials reported last 
week th at fiv e regiments of 
th e North Vietnamese army 
are in Sou th Viet Nam and 
th at most of th em are in th e 
central h igh lands. 
To th e commu nists, th e 
Plei Me ou tpost apparently 
h as become a v alu ed prize be­ 
cau se it is a roadblock to a 
su pply line ru nning th rou gh 
neigh boring Cambodia a nd 
Red-controlled areas of Laos 
into Sou th Viet Nam. 
In th e battle of Plei Me last 
week, U.S. and Sou th Viet­ 
namese officials cou nted near­ 
ly 400 commu nist dead.

First Contact 
Rich ardson’s 
c o m pa n y 
made first contact with th e 
enemy , ambu sh ing an 11-man 
enemy su pply detail and kill­ 
ing fiv e of th em. Wh ile pu rsu ­ 
ing th e oth er six into th e trees, 
comu nist snipers came into 
action. 
“Su ddenly , th e wh ole wod- 
line opened u p,” Rich ardson 
said. “Th ey were in trees. 
Th ey were in bu sh es. A lot 


h ad bu sh es tied to th em. Most 
h ad au tomatic weapons. Th ey 
gav e h ardly any mu zzle flash 
and no smoke. Th ey were al­ 
most impossible to spot.” 
Th en, th e platoon gained 
h igh grou nd and slash ed th e 
enemy with h eav y fire. 
A second U.S. cav alry u nit 
ran into an ambu sh in a field 
strewn with needle-point bam­ 
boo stakes.

“It was a nigh tmare,” said

Th e Nike X 
is a backu p weapon to des­ 
troy in th e atmosph ere at 
altitu des of 50 to 6 0 mi l e s 
missiles th at migh t elu de th e 
Zeu s, Both weapons h a v e 
been su ccessfu lly tested u n­ 
der controlled conditions. 
U.S. Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara h a s 
estimated It wou ld cost be­ 
tween $8 billion to $20 billion 
to deploy a fu llscale anti­ 
missile sy stem, depending on 
h ow many cities were to be 
protected. He figu res it wou ld 
take abou t fou r y ears to com­ 
plete su ch a defensiv e net­ 
work. 
Th e orbital weapon, at 115 
feet, is th e longest nu clear 
missile ev er display ed h ere. 
It is a th ree-stage, l i qu i d- 
fu eled ICBM with a range of 
more th an 5,000 n a u t i c a l 
miles. 
Th e missile th e Ru ssians 
described as a new ICBM ap­ 
peared to be a rev ised v ersion 
of th e so-called “Iron Maiden” 
u nv eiled last May . Th is was a 
bu lky missile abou t 40 feet 
long encased in an iron pod 
wh ich opens for firing. Th e 
wh ole sy stem is carried on a 
tracked v eh icle. 
Th e rev ised edition is abou t 
6 0 feet long, solid-fu eled and 
appears to be abou t fiv e feet 
in diameter. Th ere was no 
way of telling wh eth er th e 
closed carrier case actu ally 
h au led a missile th rou gh th e 
parade. 
Western ex perts define an 
ICBM as a missile with a 
range of m o r e th an 5,000 
miles.

“ No ingrediemt used in mod­ 
ern poultry rations is more 
v ersatile than dehy drated al­ 
falfa

Dr. D. C. Clanton, beef an­ 
imal nutritionist, said ex peri­ 
ments show that dehy supplies 
nutrients lacking in grains and 
poorer roughages and makes 
it easy to formulate a bal­ 
anced ration. 
When the price justifies it, 
he said, dehy m ay be used to 
supply all the supplemental 
protein needs in both finishing 
and wintering rations. 
2 Pounds 
In additiion, he said, when 
fed at the rate of 2 pounds 
per day it will u-sually supply 
supplemental minerals and v i­ 
tamins needed in most finish­ 
ing rations. 
“ In the final analy sis,” Clan­ 
ton said, “ the cost of dehy ­ 
drated alfalfa will determine 
its use in rations because with 
our present knowledge of nu­ 
trition there are many way s 
we can formulate rations to 
m eet nutritiv e requirem ents.” 
Dr. D. B. Hudman painted 
a more gloomy picture of the 
use of dehy in swine rations. 
While dehy is a good ingre­ 
dient in swine rations, he said, 
it does not at present compete 
in cost with other ingredients 
and supplements which pro- 


v ide p ro tein , en ergy an d min ­ 
eral.

But if 
you want to describe a swarm of bees, the 
only thing you can do is refer to the situa- 
tion as a swarm of bees. And sure enough, 
the bees were very busy, hopping from one 
flower to another. Maybe there is a beehive 
somewhere nearby but investigation did not 
uncover one.

Such things do not last long at this 
time of year but they are always a wel- 
come change from the routine.

usual things happen. If you read of chicken 
croquettes, meatballs, a juicy red steak or 
meatloaf, you would probably think the ar- 
ticle had something to do with planning the 
family menu. If so, you could well be wrong. 
It isn't that such things are not consumed 
by the American people but that they are 
also consumed by American dogs. 


The Associated Press reports that the 


sale of dog food has nearly doubled since 
1958, now stands at $654.6 million a year and 
is expected to top the $1 billion mark by 
1975. This is not because there are more 
dogs—cats too—than there used to be. The 
fact is that there are fewer of both dogs and 
cats. The dog population has dropped from 
24.1 million in 1961 to 22.9 million in 1965 
and cats have slipped from 22.1 to only 16.7 
million. 


Again, the significant thing is crowding 


of people into suburban America. T h i s 


means that more and 
more dogs and cats 
are living in the cities 
where their meals are 
obtained from the gro- 


cery shelf. After all, the city dog cannot 
chase down a rabbit or the city cat make 
it on mice alone. Additionally, people seem 
willing and able to spend money on pretty 
fancy dog and cat food. The AP reports 
on advertisements for dog food that show 
juicy red steaks or meatloaf touched with 
parsley. So far, no one has added mashed 
potatoes and a vegetable to the menu for 
Rover. 


And if the family pet likes apple pie, he 


But an all- 
steak diet isn't one that a lot of p eople 
would look down upon. If this sort of thing 
continues, the proverbial dog's life could 
turn out to be a pretty enviable one.

Histology is not a science

Although he was already 


suffering from tuberculosis, 
Bichat became a well known 
lecturer in anatomy, physio- 
logy and surgery. 


Bichat is known today to 


all students of medicine as 
the founder of histology, the 
study of "minute anatomy." 
There was no trustworthy 
microscope available to doc- 
tors in his time, but with 
what he had at hand he made 
great advances in the under- 
standing 
of 
microscopic 


structures. 


From his work with mem- 


branes and tissues, both nor- 
mal and pathological, he de- 
cided that the processes by 
which life goes on are at bot- 
tom opposed to and antagon- 
istic to the processes of in- 
organic change. That is, life 
functions — or the organic 


functions — are those that 
'•fight death." 


This romanic and unscien- 


tific view was called "vital- 
ism," and is not believed to- 
day. Nevertheless, Bichat's 
contribution to science was 
real.

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It later was found that or- 


ganic matter f o l l o w s the 
same laws of nature as does 
inorganic matter. They are 
in no way opposed. They are, 
in fact, different forms of the 
same things.

minute anatomy, or histolo- 


gy, led direcly to the dis- 
covery of and elaboration of 
the 
understanding 
of the 


physiology and anatomy, of 
the cell. Not long after Bi* 
chat died, the cell-structure 
of living things was found. 


His work was yet another 


instance — and the history 
of science is full of such in- 
stances — of the wrong con. 
elusions being drawn from an 
important new set of circum- 
stances and comprehensions.

The dog population has dropped from 
24.1 million in 1961 to 22.9 million in 1965 
and cats have slipped from 22.1 to only 16.7 
million. 
Again, the significant thing is crowding 
of people into suburban America. T h i s 
means that more and 
more dogs and cats 
are living in the cities 
where their meals are 
obtained from the gro­ 
cery shelf. After all, the city dog cannot 
chase down a rabbit or the city cat make 
it on mice alone. Additionally, people seem 
willing and able to spend money on pretty 
fancy dog and cat food. The AP reports 
on advertisements for dog food that show 
juicy red steaks or meatloaf touched with 
parsley. So far, no one has added mashed 
potatoes and a vegetable to the menu for 
Rover. 
And if the family pet likes apple pie, he 
still is probably out of l uck. But an all­ 
steak diet isn’t one that a lot of p e o p l e 
would look down upon. If this sort of thing 
continues, the proverbial dog’s life could 
turn out to be a pretty enviable one. It is 
just too bad that Rover, Spot or whatever 
his name might be can’t tell us what he

Immorality Of Desecration 


A Protestant minister. Dr. Truman B. 
Douglass, is attempting to push the con­ 
servation of the nation’s natural resources 
on moral grounds. “We are supposed to be 
responsible custodians and stewards of the 
previous gifts of nature,’’ he said, “using 
them for the good of the whole—which in­ 
cludes posterity. We do not have a right to 
hand on to our successors, a riddled, raped 
and ravished planet.” 
An auto junkyard, a polluted stream, a 
barren field and other characteristics of our 
carelessness and indifference are hard to 
see as a basis for our damnation but who is 
to say that Dr. Douglass is not right? His is 
a harsh judgment but such is preferred to 
killing by kindness. 
if we have not been so kind in the past, we 
certainly have been weak in our attitude 
t 0 w' a r d desecration of our natural re­ 
sources. In recent years we have become 


much more aware of the danger of such 
weakness but we still have not effectively 
curbed much of the misuse of natural re­ 
sources. 
While the extent of our moral obligation 
in this area may be open to debate, cer­ 
tainly some such obligation does exist and 
recognition of this fact can be a helpful 
means of achieving the kind of conserva­ 
tion that ultimately must come. We need 
the motivation to act if we are to avoid a 
time in the future when we actually have 
placed the existence of human life in jeop­ 
ardy. 
There are not unlimited reserves of nat­ 
ural resources wlien they are wasted or 
made useless by abuse. When even the air 
we breatlie in some places approaches the 
point of asphyxiation, we have been given a 
danger signal that none should fail to read 
clearly. 


De Gaulle Will Run Again 


Charles de Gaulle has announced he will 
run for another 7 year term as head man of 
France. 
When one recalls that this decision came 
about on Ids 75th birthday it as much as 
saying that he wishes the job for life. 
We do not doubt but that he will get his 
wish. The present political structure of 
France is of De Gaulle’s fashioning, and it 
leaves little room for a rival. And we can­ 
not forget that de Gaidle pul an end to 
France’s post war political anarchy. He 
brought stability to the country. 
If the United States does not care for 
some of his attitudes, especially tliose un­ 
dercutting our views of an orderly family 
of Western nations, we must not forget that 
immediately before DeGaulle there wasn’t 
a government in charge long enough to 
make any firm international deals or even 
to maintain a controversial attitude for long. 


Such a political situation is much worse 
than DeGaulle at his poorest. 
De Gaulle is a romantic. He s e e s 
France as it w'as in the Middle .Ages and 
yearns for its restoration. But the facts are 
that knights no longer contend in Norman­ 
dy or on the Baltic Plain and the world has 
gone far from that. De Gaulle will never see 
his dreams come true any more than King 
Arthur will return with Guenevere and Sir 
Launcelot to dominate Flngland. But he is 
nevertheless a strong and stabilizing influ­ 
ence. He has led France out of its period of 
disorder. 
And from the Fi'ench point of view he is 
not too far wrong in opposing the economic 
empire that American business is busily 
erecting throughout Europe. It is a w'ar of 
machines and production figures rather than 
of cannon and infantry men. And we have 
done verv well at it. 


No Farm Program Basis 


When there is no national election in 
the offing and when crops are good an d 
prices a little better than usual the coun­ 
tryside does not discuss farm programs. 
And this is the case in Nebraska at this 
moment. 
But there is one facet of agriculture 
that continues in discussion. It would favor 
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ipioN s — ALL o a ra K T u o m — w m o m 


all-out production 
a n d 
dispose of sur­ 
pluses by shipping the foodstuffs overseas 
because so many backward areas are semi- 
starving. 
That is a suggestion that appeals to 
good hearted .America, but it would make 
a poor farm program. 
It is difficult to sell food or anything 
else to a backward area wiiich is short of 
money. And if that area can’t pay for it 
someone else has to. In this instance 
the .American taxpayer would have to 
shoulder an immense burden, buying the 
food the country gives away. And it is true 
that all out agricultural production could 
double our output. 
Moreover, providing heavy supplies' of 
foodstuff under an aid program would tend 
to stifle food production in the backward 
area. That would either create additional 
unemployment or operate against progres­ 
sive measures. There is a great differ­ 
ence between providing emergency f o o d 
supplies to fight starvation and m a k i n g 
backward areas heavily depended upon the 
United States for normal food demand. 
The purpose of our aid programs is to 
supply basic needs and e d u c a t i o n by 
which a backward area can increase em­ 
ployment and build a viable economy. Sup­ 
plying means of production is more im­ 
portant than supplying produced goods. 
There is not a great deal more that 
we can do to aid the backward areas in 
terms of foodstuff without ev’il effects on 
M heir and our economies.

WASHINGTON — Republi­ 
can leaders have been argu­ 
ing ever since last week’s 
elections as to whether the 
results mean the Grand Old 
Party will have to go liberal 
or conservative. Here is how 
the leaders line up: 
Richard Nixon argues that 
there must be a reconcilia­ 
tion between the Goldwater 
conservatives and the Lind­ 
say liberals. There is room 
for both the left wing and 
the right wing in the party, 
he says, and each m u s t 
learn to live with the other. 
Nixon regards himself as a 
middle-of-tiie-r o ?» d wound- 
healer around whom both 
factions can unite. 
The Buckleyites and Gold- 
waterites point to Buckley’s 
very heavy vote in New 
York—bigger than that of 
the liberal party: 
also to 
the g r o w i n g conservative 
trend in the F ar West. TTiey 
argue that they may not be 
strong enough to control the 
party, but have the power to 
veto any liberal candidate. 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller, 
Sen. Jack Javits, and Mayor- 
elect J o h n Lindsay argue 
just the 
opposite. 
T h e y 
point to the fact that liberal 
policies in the New Y o r k 
race won a lot of Democrat­ 
ic votes and that only by 
w o o i n g registered E>emo- 
crats away from their party 
bosses can Republicans ever 
expect to win. 
In Philadelphia the Repub­ 
licans adopted Arlen Specter 
who not only was a Demo­ 
crat but a member of the lib­ 
eral ADA. With him as their 
candidate for district attor­ 
ney, they won but it was the 
o n l y important race they 
won. 


In Louisville, Republican 
liberals point out that Ken­ 
tucky Republicans were far 
ahead of the Democrats on 
civil rights, thus captured 
the Negro vote. Also in Dem­ 
ocratic Harlem, Lindsay cut 
into 
the 
u s u a l l y 
solid 
strength 
of Rep. 
. Ad a m 
Clayton Powell. This can be 
done in other cities where 
Negroes have the swing vote. 
Chairman Ray Bliss of the 
GOP National Committee is 
not much interested in ideol­ 
ogy. He 
says 
Republicans 
should quit quarreling over 
issues, 
should 
pick 
hand­ 
some, photogenic candidates 
like Lindsay, buy plenty of 
TV time and win. 
S e n . 
Everett McKinley 
Dirksen, the astute minority 
leader, doesn’t want to get 
into trouble with either GOP 
liberals or GOP conserva­ 
tives. Resting at his winter 
home at Debary, Fla., Ev 
received a long distance call 
f r o m ex-Senator Prescott 
Bush of Connecticut, urging 
Dirksen not to speak at a 
Republican rally in Hartford 
Nov. 19. Bush warned that 
Ev would be stepping into a 
bitter battle between GOP 
conservatives and GOP lib­ 
áis. Dirksen promptly can­ 
celled his speech. 
The conclusions of neutral 
observers is that it may be 
too late for the Republican 
party to try to do what the 
Democrats long have done— 
be conservative in the South, 
liberal in the North. Voters 
are getting too smart. Basi­ 
cally, whether Republicans 
or Democrats, they are for 
the Great Society, and they 
want good men, not old-line 
city machines, in office to 
administer it.

Histology is not a science 
in itself, but it is an impor- 
ant branch of medical sci­ 
ence. Histology is that part 
of anatomy that deals with 
the minutest structures, com­ 
position and functions of the 
tissues. In modern medicine 
it is a very important branch 
of anatomy. 
F r a n c o i s Bichat (1771- 
1802), although he lived only 
a very short while, became 
a celebrated anatomist and 
physiologist, 
and the real 
founder of the anatomical sci­ 
ence of histology. 
Bichat was the son of a 
physician and was born in 
France, near the German 
frontier. He studied medicine 
under a famous doctor in cen­ 
tral France, Dr. Petit of 
Lyon. Later, he went to Paris 
and w o r k e d with another 
famous physician, Dr. De- 
sault. Desault recognized Bi­ 
chat’s ability and not only 
encouraged the young man, 
but spread his fame through­ 
out Paris. 
Although he was already 
suffering from tuberculosis, 
Bichat became a well known 
lecturer in anatomy, physio­ 
logy and surgery. 


Bichat is known today to 
all students of medicine as 
the founder of histology, the 
study of “minute anatomy.” 
There was no trustworthy 
microscope available to doc­ 
tors in his time, but with 
what he had at hand he made 
great advances in the under­ 
standing 
of 
microscopic 
structures. 
From his work with mem­ 
branes and tissues, both nor­ 
mal and pathological, he de­ 
cided that the processes by 
which life goes on are at bot­ 
tom opposed to and antagon­ 
istic to the processes of in­ 
organic change. That is, life 
functions — or the organic 


functions — are those tliat 
“fight death.” 
This romanic and unscien­ 
tific view was called “vital­ 
ism,” and is not believed to­ 
day. Nevertheless, Bichat’s 
contribution to science was 
real. 


i y 
k ' 
It later was found that or­ 
ganic matter f o l l o ws the 
same laws of nature as does 
inorganic matter. They are 
in no way opposed. They are, 
in fact, different forms of the 
same things. Life is much 
more complicated than to be 
explained by “vitalism.” 
Still. Bichat’s work with 
minute anatomy, or histolo- 


gy, led direcly to the dis­ 
covery of and elaboration of 
the 
understanding 
of 
the 
physiology and anatomy of 
the cell. Not long after Bi­ 
chat died, the cell-structiira 
of living things was found. 
His work was yet another 
instance — and the history 
of science is full of such in­ 
stances — of the wrong con­ 
clusions being drawn from an 
important new set of circum­ 
stances and comprehensions. 
Bichat's work was a mile­ 
stone along the path of medi­ 
cal 
advancement, but the 
path did not lead where Bi­ 
chat thought it led.

Job Training Available To Everyone

College degree or not, teen­ 
agers can look forward to 
jobs — provided they pre­ 
pare themselves. 
Partially through local ef­ 
forts, but with a real boost 
from the Vocational Educa­ 
tion Act of 1963, occupational 
training now is being given 
the respectability and desir­ 
ability that it deserves. Near­ 
ly every young person who 
needs job-training can quali­ 
fy for one of the existing pro­ 
grams or those being estab­ 
lished. 
There are so many training 
opportunities becoming avail­ 
able, especially in l a r g e 
cities, that it is again possi­ 
ble for parents to assume, in 
fact expect, that their chil­ 
dren will work toward a goal 
of vocational proficiency.

Students who lack interest 
in what schools offer are, too 
often, allowed to fade out of 
the picture. Lacking the abil­ 
ity for or interest in academ­ 
ic learning, they go from un­ 
der-achieving 
to 
becoming 
dropouts. 
These dropouts are not con­ 


fined to children of low aver­ 
age intelligence and poten­ 
tial, but come from all lev­ 
els. Their primary lack is vo­ 
cational training. Once out of 
school, most of them join the 
ranks of the unemployed or 
get low-paying jobs requiring 
no skills. 
Even those who remain for 
high .school graduation need 
vocational training b e f o r e 
they are ready to enter and 
make their way up the ladder 
in the work force. 
There are many opportuni­ 
ties for this training. Take, 
for example. Long Beach, 
Calif. Through the Business 
and Technological Division of 
the City College, vocational 
training is available in 27 dif­ 
ferent areas, including aero­ 
nautics. auto and diesel me­ 
chanics. bookkeeping and ac­ 
counting. construction trades, 
dental office assisting, data 
processing, 
police 
science, 
salesmanship, s e c r e t a r i ­ 
al practices, etc. 
The local state employment 
agency offers aptitude tests 
and counseling to individuals 
as an aid to selecting courses 
of training. The agency re­ 
ports a ready demand for 


those who c o m p l e t e tb« 
courses. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
The courses are open on a 
cooperative b a s i s to high 
school seniors. They attend 
regular high school classers 
a half day and vocational 
courses the other half. 
They also are available to 
adults (anyone 18 or over) 
whether or not they have 
graduated from high school. 
Training for any available 
position for which they show 
ability is offered to those 
drawing unemployment com­ 
pensation. Thus, in the City 
of Long Beach, there appears 
to be no excuse for a young 
person not to be working or 
preparing for work. 
Perhaps it would help the 
whole situation if the attitude 
of everyone concerned with 
the training of youth, partic- 
urlarly p a r e n t s , was that 
every young person will be 
expected to work. If he fail}» 
to prepare himself at a levcJ 
appropriate to his ability, he 
is responsible for his own 
destiny and consequently 
have to p e r f o r m menial 
tasks.

aiter for weeks, and those not 
too well off financially, 
he 


just wouldn't charge. 


"He was a l w a y s doing 


something extra and n e v e r 
s t o p p e d going," Latham 
added. 


Like a b o u t a year ago, 


when Wheeler caught pneu- 
monia and was placed in the 
c o u n t y hospital. Everyone 
felt that' was the best place 
for him to stay s i n c e his 
h e a r i n g and eyesight bad 
been failing progressively and 
he had been living a l o n e 
since his parents died about 
2(1 years ago. 


But 
Wheeler wanted out 


. . . wanted to go back to 
work. So he was released and 
returned to hurrying around 
town, raking leaves, cutting 
grass, sweeping sidewalks and 
parking lots, shoveling snow 
—doing the dozens of j o b s 
nobody but he wanted to do. 


Fall was a busy season and

Walked Into Car 


On the way to one job, 


Wheeler was about to cross 
some railroad tracks when a 
passerby suddenly j e r k e d

back.

seen the train right on top of 
him. 


A couple of hours later he 


was not so lucky. Rushing to 
clean s t i l l another 
yard. 


Wheeler 
walked 
into t h e 


path of a car and died later 
of the injuries he had s u f- 
fered. 


The businessmen

community began taking up 
a collection to give Wheeler 


a proper burial. It wasn't nee- 
essary though because the 
local funeral director volun- 
teered to take care of the 
arrangements at cost. And it 
was found that Wheeler had 
managed to save $173 over 
the years.

er's burial wasn't surprising. 
Whenever 
he needed 
help, 


anxious volunteers were al- 
ways handy—like the time aft-

"Even though people were,

I have forgotten 
the published definition by Max Rafferty, Su- 
perintendent of California Schools, but re- 
member that it included something about 
"hamburgerization, ersatz and end products". 


It Is Time To Call A Spade A Spade In 


Education. People to whom Social Studies 
and Political Science are mysteries would be- 
come interested in government and govern- 
ment study if we had schools of government 
and government classes. Let astronomy and 
the real sciences be called science, and let 
the pseudo-sciences be called what they are 
•— and let government be government, his- 
torv be history, geography be geography, eco- 
nomics be fair to the babies, and social stud- 
ies be in the ash can. 


An eminent former teacher of political 


science expressed his views in temperate lan- 
guage befitting his station in life: 


"As a former teacher, I know the 


need lor improvement of the study of 
liovcrnment in our schools. It ought to 
be called "Government' r a t h e r than 
"Ci\ ics"' or "Political Science" or any- 
thing else, and it must be a part of the 
whole education process". (The empha- 
sis is mine.)

Without mentioning either of the Mas- 


terpieces of Malaprop, Superintendent Paul 
A. Miller of the Omaha Schools, made this 
pertinent statement to the press: 


"If people don't know what studies mean, 


Ihcy won t support them.' 


It is time to wake up and face the facts. 


Ad\ anccmcnts in science and ensuing devel- 
opments in technology and production — 
nun ing faster and faster — are multiplying 
and complicating our problems of govern- 
ment while study of government is moping, 
groping and lagging more than forty years 
behind. Day by day, the chasm between pro- 
ficiency in industry and incompetence in gov- 
ernment is getting wider and wider and deep- 
er and deeper, and the little tots arc playing 
on the brink. Advancements in science and 
production must be stopped, or education for 
government must be started and accelerated. 


In his television appearance, Governor 


Morrison emphasized the need for all of us 
to know the facts about our government and 
its processes. Governor Morrison was right; 
^e should know the facts, but where and 
how can we get them? Long ago, political 
scientists in our Universities should have 
solved the Problem Of Truth and developed 
the potentialities of Education for Govern- 
ment. 


For insight into the potentialities, I ask 


\ on to ponder the proposal (page 76) for De- 
uMopmont Of Determination To Know The 
Truth. It is my conviction that early and 
effective instruction in that single phase of 
education would stop the "dirtiest and filthi- 
<"M" games, and do more to insure the fu- 
ture freedom and welfare of children than 
am and all of the proposals offered by Lyn- 
don R Johnson and Barry Goldwater in the 
liisl election name. 


My convictions are based on research 


with limited facilities. Tf you disagree with 
\\h,U 1 \\rite, critiH/o it, correct it, and pon- 


der the truth — but don't act like a candidate 
for President. Be a gentleman — or a lady. 
By discussing our disagreements fairly, hon- 
estly, unselfishly and calmly, without bias, 
passion or prejudice, we may come to con- 
structive conclusions. 


The emphasized words above express my 


perception of sound mental attitude for dis- 
cussion and decision in matters of Govern- 
ment By Free People. I submit it for you and 
others to ponder and perfect — and activate. 


Governor Morrison mentioned '"our gov- 


ernment and its processes." Some of the ba- 
sic processes are casually mentioned on pages 
80 and SI of the booklet: 


A dictator asserts policies or prin- 


ciples of government ana that's that. Sug- 
gestions or proposals, criticism, study, dis- 
cussion, admendment, substitution, and 
approval or disapproval are basic pro- 
cesses for the determination of policies 
or principles in a Government By The 
People. 


Now I submit this perception for \our 


consideration: 


Sound mental attitudes and pro- 


ficiency in application of processes must 
be developed early in Education For 
Government. 


Recently, a prominent business execu- 


tive sent me a copy of an address pertaining 
to die study of economics. I would teach this 
theorem: 


Perpetual prosperity by perpetual in- 


crease of debt is like perpetual motion. 
Those who believe that they have it revel 
in rapture until leveled by the revelation 
of truth. 


Director of Congress Lyndon B. Johnson 


legislates that this theorem is false. There 
are reports that the Marxist theorum is being 
taught in some of our schools; a father re- 
cently complained that his son was "brain- 
washed." The subjects of economics and gov- 
ernment are interrelated. M a n y questions 
arise. What should be taught? What is being 
taught? What are the prescribed qualifica- 
tions for teachers of these subjects? You and 
I and every citizen should know, but we don't. 
From day to day, we lack vital information 
pertaining to education and government. 


Newspapers have specially edited so- 


ciety pages, sports pages, market pages, 
and comic, editorial and puzzle pages — 
and they feature election games. They do 
not have government pages. 


Ever since Sputnik, the press has glam- 


orized the study of science — and now it's 
foreign languages and "new"' English. Day 
by day, I scan publications for mention of 
government study; I have found only three 
items, all pertaining to the booklet: a Tom 
Allan review in the Omaha World-Herald, 
and editorials in the San Francisco Chonicle 
and the Financial World (X.Y.). Excepting ads 
for which I paid, there has been no mention 
of government study in either of our Capital- 
University City dailies. Their editors are Mas- 
ters at pressing legislators for public funds, 
Legrees at lashing those who will not be ser- 
vile, and Laggards in exposition of the basic 
and other needs in government and educa- 
tion. 


Our country has too many masters 


at magnifying the magic of money in gov- 
ernment and education, and a shortage of 
servants who are concerned about the 
basic needs. 


Lyndon B. Johnson is Master of the Mas- 


ters in Government. Officers of the National 
Education Association (XEA) arc Masters of 
the Masters in Education, powerful in elec- 
tion games and legislation — and amiss about 
basic needs; they promote Teaching About 
Communism.

that is written in the booklet. Please do not 
blame teachers in the ranks. Currently active 
school personnel must not be blamed for a 
deficiency that has been aggravated by fifty 
years or more of neglect.

Under grants from the Carnegie Founda- 


tio of New York, Dr. James Bryant Conant, 
former President of Harvard, wrote three 
books foi* guidance of education in our sec- 
ondary schools. These books were approved 
by many prominent educators and publica- 
tions. Concise reviews follow. 


In the first book, The American High 


School Today, the subject of foreign langu- 
ages is mentioned more than fifty times, and 
Social Studies is mentioned over and over 
again as fi it were understood by everybody 
— or by somebody. Government is mentioned 
three times . . . and covered with one page. 


The second book, "The Education of 


American Teachers, prescribes rigid qualifi- 
cations for teachers of other subjects, but 
nothing for teachers of government. 


Near the end of the third book, Shaping 


Educational Policy, it is stated that "future 
citizens of the nation should receive an edu- 
cation that will prepare them to function as 
responsible members of a free society", but 
there is no attempt to explain how that edu- 
cation can be provided without teachers and 
courses of study. Dr. Conant recomends this: 


"In the twelfth grade a course on 


American problems or American govern- 
ment should be required. — Teachers 
should encourage all students to partici- 
pate in discussion. — Current t o p i c s 
should be included; free discussion of 
controversial issues should be encour- 
aged." 


In both editions of the booklet, I rec- 


ommend this: 


The study of our government should 


begin as soon as the children can learn 
to read, and it should be continued in 
every school grade. Discussion of cur- 
rently controversial issues s h o u l d be 
avoided. 


Obviously, Eminence is in error or Ob- 


scurity is haywire. Which and why? Please 
answer. The people should know, and I must 
know. 


Years ago, some of our elders would get 


het up about this or that, and we listened 
patiently until they got it off their chests. 
Those years have passed — and now I won- 
der, biit do not ask forbearance. If straight- 
forward answers reveal that years h a v e 
claimed another victim, I will apologize to 
Dr. Conant and The Silent Elite, and find 
solace by pondering the truth that senility 
with all of its attributes is honorable status 
for aging people; and if the statement in 
bold-faced type on page 65 is refuted, I will 
revel at the end of the rainbow. With hope 
that someone — somewhere — will reveal 
the refutation, I repeat the statement, and 
again ask a question: 


There are no practical and adequate 


courses for the study and teaching of gov- 
ernment in our grade schools and high 
schools, and there are few qualified 
teachers of government. 


Why do Universities have Departments 


Of Political Science? 


At the front on November 11, 191S, en- 


emy fire c o n t i n u e d until exactly eleven 
o'clock, and then — deathly stillness — finally 
broken when one of the battle-scarred Sur- 
vivors of decimated Company C (129th Int.) 
exclaimed: "It must be over! You can't hear a 
shot anywhere!" Wo couldn't hear a shot, but 
the "War To Make The World Safe For De- 
mocracy" was not over. Only a battle was 
over — at ghastly cost. 


Fifteen years later, I was on the front 


again — in Nebraska — with Sheriff Shinier- 
da and his deputies. We were threatened, and 
learned "about communism" from Maine to 
California. Mob leaders scoffed at our jail: 
"In Russia, we would be on our honor." Mobs 
of today aic ominous reminders, We won the. 
battle that stopped the mobs in 1933, but 
the, war was not over, A few vears later our 
soldiers won the battle of World War II, and 


now our finest are lighting iu Viet Nam. We 
win on battle fields, but lose in grade schools, 
high schools, universities and election games. 
This is the reason: 


Political Science Departments in our 


universities do not educate teachers and 
develop courses of study for instructing 
the masses in the vital roles of govern- 
nig and being governed — and univer- 
sities do not require government study. 
Instead, they confer degrees upon govern- 
mental illiterates and "Pink Intelligen- 
sia" who sense that something is wrong, 
but know neither what nor why. 


The consequences are natural ana cer- 


tain: We have Election Games and Govern- 
ment By Mobs And Emotions instead of 
Political Campaigns and Government By Dis- 
cerning Men And Women. The mobs and 
emotions are rampant now. 


This was written months before the score 


of the last election game was counted: 


In the first edition and in the early 


pages of this edition, it is written that 
players agitate mobs and mobs press 
players in a vicious circle. Now, it must 
be written that mobs incite the players 
who incited the mobs, and that mobs and 
players incite legislation that will incite 
players and mobs and people — but oth- 
erwise be of little avail. 


Statesmen in political campaigns would 


explain the facts of life and the economics, 
problems and pitfalls of our government, and 
plead for sound government and the future 
freedom and welfare of people. Players in 
the games will continue to be what everyone 
who will open his eyes can see. 


Wherever we may be on earth, each of 


us must find his own little niche in human 
associations. One cannot find it for another. 
The laws of our land must give equal free- 
dom to everyone to seek his own; palaver, 
print and legislation that promise more are 
lures for dupes who will vote today and be 
furied frustrates in mobs tomorrow. 


Space is limited. Without explanation — 


and without equivocation — a few statements 
will be printed in bold-faced type: 


STUPID legislation that cannot be 


fairly and equitbaly administered is sap- 
ping governmental morale and morals. 
Legislation for votes that can never ful- 
fill incited hopes is fomenting frustra- 
tion. When frustration is rife and morale 
and morals are low, predators incite in- 
surrection. 


The Constitution provides tlrat The 


President shall "recommend" measures to 
Congress. Lyndon B. Johnson rams mea- 
sures through Congress. Federal Fund 
Benevolism and Television Exhibitionism 
provide playing strength and preying 
power. Congressmen who disavow his 
preyers are doomed to damnation. The 
flourished Pens that write AMEN are 
mightier than Statesmen. 


Hitler was heiled as the man who 


got things done. Lyndon B. Johnson is 
hailed as the man who gets things done. 


Power in government is like atomic 


energy; unless controlled it will bring dis- 
aster. 


For control of power and defense 


against tyranny, the founders of this na- 
tion gave us the Constitution of the 
United States of America. 


For more than 140 years, learned 


Justices of the Supreme Court decreed 
that executive and judicial powers, and 
legislation by Congress, must be confined 
to the limits prescribed by the Constitu* 
tion. 


Now, the Constitution is slashed and 


contorted to conform to legislation and 
usurpation of power by Congress, by the 
President, and by the Court. Now Parti- 
san Pals are The Court. 


The President did not appoint a Par- 


tisan Pal nor a Kennedy Crony to do his 
surgery. 


Excepting the few who are directly

partisan palaver and press agent piffle 
in print. 


Ghost w r i t e r s, partisans and press 


agents change images of men — but not 
men. 


Winning public acclaim and votes 


by orinting and recitin" "host writings is 
in the same category- as winning wealth 
by selling <*old bricks :»nd other Hselv 
represented merchandise. 


It is fraud when, by tricks of technol- 


ogy, Public Figures who read ghost writ- 
ten script on television are portrayed to 
the audience as masters of extemporane- 
ous discourse. 


It would be simple honesty if these 


Figures would give due credit to the 
"hosts — and sound public policy to re- 
quire that they do so. 


It was recently reported that the 


Kennedy Brothers have Press Officers in- 
stead of Press Agents. What is the dif- 
ference between a press officer and a 
press agent? What does either contribute 
to our government? 


The statements that follow may temper 


some of the blasts, but nothing will be re- 
tracted. 


With relatively tew exceptions, our 


public officials are patriotic, honest and 
honorable. For survival, they must rise or 
descend to our common level of govern- 
ment competence, morale and morals. 
Our level is low. 


Public officials can serve no better — 


and no worse — than we, the people 
will permit. 


In the final analysis, it is the people 


who must be blamed for failures and de- 
terioration in our government. 


It is important that we have com- 


petent, dedicated public officials: it is 
vital that we have competent, dedicated 
citizens. 


For Competence In Government, we 


must have Education for Government. 


The carping comments, criticism and 


derision that you have read were deliberately 
meant to be like oratory' and print of election 
games. A major objective was to emphasize 
this statement: 


If you are a crank in one of die co- 


hues or a marauder in one of the mobs, 
you were elated when you read blasts 
against people and things that you op- 
pose, and infuriated when you read blasts 
against people and things that you favor.

T1^ objective was to re- 
veal vices of the gr 
— not to play in 


them. 


Whether Lyndon B. Johnson or bis 


opponent wins the next election game 
will be of trivial consequence to the free- 
dom and welfare of the youngsters who 
romp on our playgrounds today. Results 
of the game to be played in 1972 will 
likewise be of trivial consequence.

Director of Congress Ly ndon B. J ohnson 
legislates that this theorem is false. There 
are reports that the Marx ist theorum is being 
taught in some of our schools; a father re­ 
cently complained that his son was “ brain­ 
washed. ” The subjects of economics and gov '- 
ernment arc interrelated.

The .American High 
School Today , the subject of foreign langu­ 
ages is mentioned more than fifty times, and 
Social Studies is mentioned ov er and ov er 
again as fi it were understood by ev ery body 
— or by somebody . Gov ernment is mentioned 
three times . . . and cov ered with one page. 


The second book, “ The Education of 
.American Teachers, prescribes rigid qualifi­ 
cations for teachers of other subjects, but 
nothing for teachers of gov ernment. 
Near the end of the third book. Shaping 
Educational Policy , it is stated that “ future 
citizens of the nation should receiv e an edu­ 
cation that will prepare them to function as 
responsible members of a free society ” , but 
there is no attempt to ex plain how that edu­ 
cation can be prov ided without teachers and 
courses of study . Dr. Conant recomends this: 
“ In the twelfth grade a course on 
.American problems or .American gov ern­ 
ment should be required. — Teachers 
sliould encourage all students to partici­ 
pate in discussion. — Current t o p i c s 
should be included; free discussion of 
controv ersial issues should be encour­ 
aged.” 
Iri l)otli editions of the booklet, I rec­ 
ommend this: 
The study of our gov ernment should 
begin as soon as the children can learn 
to read, and it should be continued in 
ex ery school grade. Discussion of cur­ 
rently controv ersial issues s h o u l d be 
av oided. 
Obv iously , Eminence is in error or Ob- 
.scurity is hay wire. Which and why ? Please 
answer. The people should knox v , and I must 
knox v . 
Years ago, some of our elders would get 
het up about this or that, and we listened 
patiently until they got it off their chests. 
Those y ears hav e passed — and nox v I x v on- 
der, blit do not ask forbearance. If straight- 
forx v ard answers rev eal that y ears h a v e 
claimed another v ictim, I x v ill apologize to 
Dr. Conant and The Silent Elite, and find 
solace I))’ pondering the truth that .senility 
x v ith all of its attributes is honorable status 
for aging people; and if the statement in 
bold-faced ty pe on page 65 is refuted, I x x ill 
rev el at the end of the rainbox v . Witli hope 
that someone — somex v here — x v ill rev eal 
the refutation, 1 repeat the statement, and 
again ask a question: 
There are no practical and adequate 
courses for the study and teaching of gov ­ 
ernment in our grade schools and high 
schools, and there are few qualified 
teachers of gov ernment. 
Why do Um'v ersities hav e Departments 
Of Political Science? 
.At the front on Nov ember 11, 19 18 , en­ 
emy fire c o n t i n u e d until ex actly elev en 
o’clock, and then — deathly stillness — finally 
broken x x 'hen one of the battle-scarred Sur­ 
v iv ors of decimated Company C (129 th Inf.) 
ex claimed: “ It must be ov er! You can’t hear a 
shot any where!” We couldn’t hear a shot, but 
the “ War To Make The World Safe For D e­ 
m ocracy ” x v as not ov er. Only a battle was 
ov er — at ghastly cost. 
Fifteen y ears later, I was on tlie front 
again — in Nebraska — x v ith Sheriff Shimer- 
da and his deputies. W e x v ere threatened, and 
learned “ about communism” from Maine to 
California. Mob leaders scoffed at our jail: 
“ In Russia, x v e x v ould be on our honor.” Mobs 
of today are ominous reminders, We x v on the 
battle that stopped tlie mobs in 19 33, but 
the x v ar was not ov er. .A fex v y ears later our 
soldiers won the battle of World War II, and 


now our finest are lighting in Viet Nam. M e 
XX in on battle fields, but lose in grade schools, 
high schools, univ ersities and election games. 
This is the reason: 


Political Science Departments in our 
univ ersities do not educate teachers and 
dev elop courses of study for instructing 
the masses in the v ital roles of gov em- 
nig and being gov erned — and univ er­ 
sities do not require gov ernment study . 
Instead, they confer degrees upon gov ern­ 
mental illiterates and “ Pink Intelligen- 
sia” who sense that something is x v rong, 
but knox v neither x v hat nor x v hy . 


The consequences are natural and cer­ 
tain: We hax e Election Games and Gov 'crn- 
ment By Mobs And Emotions instead of 
Political Campaigns and Gov emment By Dis­ 
cerning Men And Women. The mobs and 
emotions are rampant nox v . 


This x x 'as x v ritten months before the score 
of the last election game was counted: 


In the first ('ditioii and in the I'arlv 
pag('s of this eilition, it is writtin that 
plax crs agitat(‘ mobs and mo b s iircss 
ilay ers in a v icious circle. No w, it must 
)c written that mobs incite the plax crs 
XX ho incited the mobs, and that mobs and 
play ers incite legislation that x v ill incite 
play ers and mobs and people — but oth- 
erx v ise be of little av ail. 


Statesmen in political campaigns x v ould 
ex plain the facts of life and the economics, 
problems and pitfalls of our gov ernment, and 
ple.ad for sound gov ernment and the future 
freedom and welfare of people. Plax ers in 
the games x v ill continue to be x v hat ex ery one 
x v ho x v ill open his ex es can see. 


W’herex er x v e may be on earth, each of 
us must find his ox x n little niche in human 
associations. One cannot find it for another. 
The lax v s of our laud must giv e equal free­ 
dom to ev ery one to seek his ox v u; palax er, 
^rint and legislation that promise more are 
lires for dupes x v ho xx ill v ote today and be 
iiried frustrates in mobs tomorrox v . 


Space is limited. Without ex planation — 
and x v ithout equiv ocation — a fex v statements 
x v ill be printed in bold-faced ty pe: 


STUPID legislation that cannot be 
fairly and equitbaly administered is sap­ 
ping gov ernmental morale and morals. 
Legislation for v otes that can nev er ful­ 
fill incited hopes is fomenting fnistra- 
tion. When frustration is rife and morale 
and morals are low, predators incite in­ 
surrection. 


The Constitution prov ides tlrat The 
President shall “ recommend” measures to 
Congress. Ly ndon B. J ohnson rams mea­ 
sures through Congress. Federal Fund 
Benev oli.sm and Telev ision Ex hihitionisni 
prov ide play ing strength and prey ing 
pox v er. C^ongressmen who disav ox v his 
prey ers are doomed to damnation. The 
flourished Pens that x v rite AMEN are 
mightier than Statesmen. 


Hitler x v as heiled as the man x v ho 
got things done. Ly ndon B. J ohnson is 
hailed as the man x v ho gets things done. 


Pox v er in gov ernment is like atomic 
energy ; unless controlled it x v ill bring dis­ 
aster. 


For control of pox v er and defense 
against ty ranny , the founders of this na­ 
tion gav e us the Constitution of the 
United States of America. 


For more than 140 y ears, learned 
J ustices of the Supreme Court decreed 
that ex ecutiv e and judicial pox v ers, and 
legislation by Congress, must he confined 
to the limits prescribed by the Constitu­ 
tion. 


Nox v , the Constitution is slashed and 
contorted to conform to legislation and 
usurpation of power by Congress, by the 
President, and by the Court. Now Parti­ 
san Pals are The Court.

If Rockefeller, Scranton, R o m n e y 
and the other presidential hopefuls can­ 
not giv e us eniighening leadership now, 
they ought to quit. For obv ious reasons, 
they cannot win the nex t game, no mat- 
matter how they play . 
In our colleges a n d univ ersities 
there are thousands of students who hav e 
mentalities and character for leadership 
in gov ernment. They are study ing busi­ 
ness, science and professions. 
Beatniks will babble and gabble, but 


ihc luminaries x v ill not study for careers 
, Sp' *^*'iiDient as long as x v e play the 
‘dirtiest and fillhicst" games that bounce 
upstarts to our highest offices from noth- 
ing but stacks of money , ghost writings, 
partisan palav er and press agent piffle 
in print. 


Ghost w r i t e r s , partisans and press 
agents change images of men — but not 
men. 


Winning public acclaim and v otes 
by nrinting and reciting ghost w riting s is 
in the same categorv as winning 'v ealth 
by selling gold bricks and other Gf.elv 
represented merchandise. 


It is fraud when, by tricks of technol­ 
ogy , Public Figures who read ghost x v rit­ 
ten script on telev ision are portray ed to 
the audience as masters of ex temporane­ 
ous discourse. 


It x v ould be simple honesty if these 
Figures x v ould giv e due credit to the 
ghosts — and sound public policy to re- 
ijiiire that thex do so. 


It was recently reported that the 
Kennedy Brothers hax e Press Olficei s in- 
stead of Press Agents. What is the dif­ 
ference hetwecn a press officer and a 
press agent? What does either contribute 
to our gov ernment? 


Ihc statements that follow max ti^iiipcr 
some of the blasts, but nothing x v ill be re­ 
tracted. 


With relatix ely fex v ex ceptions, oui 
public officials are patriotic, honest and 
honorable. For surv iv al, they must rise or 
descend to our common lev el of gov ern­ 
ment competence, morale and morals.

My 
comments arc based on research x v ith limited 
facilities; I believ e them to be true, but y ou 
are cautioned not to be intluenced until and 
unless y ou are sure of the truth; and y ou are 
implored not to be influenced by x v hat x ou 
hax e read x v hen y ou mark y our ballot in the 
nex t election game. T*^ > objcctix e x v as to re­ 
v eal v ices of the g; 
— not to play in 
them. 


Whether Ly ndon B. J ohnson or his 
opponent wins the nex t election game 
will be of triv ial consequence to the free­ 
dom and x v elfare of the y oungsters x x ho 
romp on our play grounds today . Results 
of the game to be play ed in 19 72 will 
likewise be of triv ial consequence. 


The freedom and welfare of y our 
children and grandchildren will depend 
on education, dedication and control — 
on control of our Country by men and 
women who will be educated for Gov ern­ 
ment Of, By And For Free People, and 
dedicated to its sound administration, and 
to its surv iv al. 


'I’he ultimate objectix c of this page and 
the booklet is to arouse y ou and otlier mil­ 
lions of intelligent, rational men and women 
in the U.S.A. from gov ernmental a p a t h y .

Washington (•?> — Rep. Her- 


bert C Bonner, 74, of North 
Carolina, sometimes called 
the father of the nuclear ship 
Savannah, died Sunday at 
Walter Reed Army Hospital. 


Democrat Bonner came to

a congressional secretary and 
went on to a 25-year career 
as a House member. For the 
past 10 years, as chairman, 
of the Merchant Marine and. 
Fisheries Committee, he ex-; 
erted s t r o n g influence in 
maritime affairs.

tion also as a poker player's 
poker player.

Bonner's death leaves the 


House lineup at 292 Demo- 
crats and 140 Republicans, 
with three vacancies. Rep. 
Edward A. Garmatz of Mary- 
land, is the second-ranking 
Democrat on the maritime 
committee and thus in line 
for the chairmanship. 


When he was 24, Bonner 


came to Washington as sec- 
retary to Rep. Lindsay C. 
Warren of North Carolina. He 
won Warren's seat in 1940 af- 
ter the congressman resigned 
to become U.S. comptroller 
general. Bonner was re-elect- 
ed to every succeeding con- 
gress. 


In 1955. the year he became

marine committee, Bonner 
introduced legislation to in- 
stall nuclear reactors in ex- 
isting merchant ships as a 


means of producing a float- 
ing exhibit of peaceful uses 
of atomic energy.

Austin, Tex. (UPD—A band 


of 31 Ku Klux Klansmen, out- 
fitted in hoods and robes, 
elbowed their way through 
downtown Austin Sunday in 
a six-block march to the state 
capitol. 


Thousands 
of 
curious 


spectators—more than turned 
out for the inauguration of 
Gov. John ConnaHy and the 
biggest crowd to jam the 
downtown area since Pres- 
ident Johnson's election— 
turned out for the march and 
the 10-minute rally on the 
capitol grounds that followed. 


The Klansmen spoke in sup- 


port of America's involvement 
in Viet Nam. but no one heard 
it. University of Texas stu- 
dents turned the rally into a 
massive school pep rally and 
drowned out the Klansmen. 


The leaders of the march— 


Royce McPhail of Crockett, 
Tex., and G e o r g e Otto of 
Houston—said the rally was 
to counteract a march by the 
Students for Democratic Soc- 
iety (SDS). who walked down 
Austin streets two weeks ago 
and protested the U.S. in- 
volvement. 


No Permit 


The Klansmen did not have 


• parade permit so they made 
their way to the capitol on the 
sidewalks. The crowd was so 
thick two Klan s e c u r i t y 
guards dressed in dark, mil- 
itary-type uniforms preceded 
the Klansmen. All of them 
carried miniature U.S. flags 
except for one of the leaders, 
who carried a four foot by 
eight f o o t American f l a g . 
They wore hoods, but their 
faces were not covered. 


Spectators spilled from the 


I sidewalks into the streets and 
| kept up a continuous chant. 


[ But other than the taunts and 


j catcalls, some singing and a 
few signs, there were no in- 
cidents. There was no vio- 
lence. 


About 2,000 University of 


Texas students jammed tight 
around the Klansmen at the 
capitol 
and began 
singing 


fight songs and other football 
yells. 


Otto, who identified him- 


self as a klegal, or state lead- 
er, said most of the Klansmen 
were from Houston, Pasadena, 
Tex., and Crockett. He said 
they were only part of "thou- 
sands" of KKK members in 
the state. He said member- 
ship in Texas had increased 
several hundred per cent in 
the past year. 


Another of the marchers, 


jwho described himself as an 
exalted cyclops (unit leader) 
said the group was trying to 
expand the Klan's organiza- 
tion in the Lone Star State. 
He declined to give his name. 


'Not Infiltrated' 


"We want to get strong 


enough to put a bloc vote to 
counteract the Negro vote in 
1968," he said. He said the 
Klan is fighting communism 
and is the only organization 
in this country not infiltrated 
by communists. 


At one point in the march 


a Negro youth shouted: "I've 
been fighting in Viet Nam.

EVERYBODY'S MONEY: 


Contradictory Shifts Evident 
In Stock Market Quotations 


By Merryle S. Rukeyser 


With stock averages touch- 


ing new peaks and m a n y 
prices of individual favored 
shares soaring, there has been 
a simultaneous decline in the 
market quo- 
tations of oth-1 
er shares. 


Such contra- 


dictory shifts 
indicate that 
investors and 
s p e culators 
have been se- 
I e c t i v e. In 
other words, 
they have dis- 
c r i m inated 
Rukeyser 


according to their appraisal 
of conditions and prospects in 
individual companies. L e s t 
this point be exaggerated as 
to its significance, the histor- 
ic record shows that even be- 
fore the panic of 1929 stock 
buyers had been selective and 
•had favored the popular blue 
chips. 


The other side of the con- 


temporary coin is that the suc- 
cessful companies have re- 
cently become more affluent, 
and m a n y have increased 
then* profits percentagewise 
even more rapidly than the 
stock market has augmented 
share prices. 


As for selectivity, the wide- 


ly quoted prime stocks — the 
30 constituting the Dow Jones 
industrial average — have 
fared better in the stock mar- 
ket than all shares listed. 


This buoyant behavior of the 


Dow Jones stocks has been 
outstripped, nevertheless, by 
the increment in net profits 
of the companies involved. 
Profits of these 30 companies 
since 1961 have climbed 70%, 
whereas in the same period 
the average price rise of the 
stocks involved has been only 
30%. 


Thus, the price-to-earnings 


ratio, a device commonly used 
to evaluate stocks, has actual- 
ly declined for the Dow Jones 
industrial group. It is today 
well under what it was in 1981 
and also lower than the level 
attained in September 1963. 
This ratio shows the extent 
that estimated earnings are 
multiplied to arrive at a price. 


Price-to-Earnhigs 


What is true in respect to 


the d e c 1 i n e in the price-to- 
earnings ratio of the 30 lead- 
ing industrials is even mure 
so in the case of all stocks 
listed on the New York Stock 
Exchange. Recently the price- 
to-earnings multiple was 16.3, 
and this is barely 30% less 
than in early 1962 and 12% 
less than in September 1963. 
At present the price-to-earn- 
ings ratio of all listed stocks 
is almost as low as in the 
spring decline in 1962 when 
prices sold off sharply after 
the late President Kennedy 
had intervened in steel pric- 
ing. 
Before the current au- 


tumn and late summer recov- 
ery, the slump earlier this 
year hao brought the price-to- 
earnings ratio to 15.2, the low- 
est trough reached in the past 
four years. 
.This analytif of all listed 
fecb It fatter pmilfefel by 


similar behavior of 50 leading 
stocks in major industries. Of 
t h e s e 50 enterprises, the 
shares of more than one-third 
are lower than they stood at 
the 1961 peak before the sharp 
selloff in the spring of 1962. 
The average of all 50 is $82 
compared with $73 four years 
ago, a price increase of 12%, 
compared with 29% for the 
shares in the Dow Jones aver- 
ages. All but two of the 50 
companies have s h o w n in- 
creased earnings hi the past 
four years, with an average 
gain of 47%. 


Of these companies, only 


seven now have higher price- 
to-earnings ratios than in 
1961. 


Despite the broadening of 


corporate profits, dividends, 
though increased, have not 
risen proportionately to stock 
prices, especially in the last 
two years. The 30 Dow Jones 
companies in October were 
yielding 2.94%, against 3.05% 
jin September 1963. The re- 
turn, however, is s l i g h t l y 
above the percentage of 2.92 
in December 1961. Meanwhile, 
in the past two years, bond 
yields have .improved, and 
high grade bonds are now 
yielding 4.82%. This disparity 
is a reversal of historic ex- 
perience. 


Gap Between Yields 


The gap between stock and 


bond yields expresses some in- 
vestor apprehension about the 
future buying power of the dol- 
lar and reflects the assump- 
tion that equities — stocks — 
are a better hedge against in- 
flation than fixed dollar obli- 
gations. 


In weighing these factors 


and the shape of things to 
come, David L. Babson, Bos- 
ton economic analyst, con- 
cluded: "(Corporate) earnings 
next year are not likely to 
rise at the same rate as they 
did in 1963-65 because (a) in- 
dustrial production will not 
show as big an advance; (b) 
wages and some other costs 
will rise more than they have 
recently; (c) social security 
taxes are slated for a big 
jump (one major company) 
for example, estimates this 
item in 1966 will be equal to 
5% of 1965 earnings; (d) no 
tax reductions are now in 
prospect for 1966. 


"The combination of these 


factors is likely to prevent the 
earnings of some companies 
from making much progress 
in 1966. And substantial de- 
clines in stock prices based on 
untoward developments are 
always a short-term possibili- 
ty. But stock appraisals are 
much lower today than in 1961 
and therefore entail less risk 
than they did then. 


"With a long history of eco- 


nomic growth in the U.S. at a 
rate averaging 3%-4%% an- 
nually, and of shrinkage in the 
value of the dollar at the rate 
of 2% per year, there is every 
r e a s o n to believe the long- 
term trend of stock prices will 
continue to be upward."

to its sign ifican ce, the histor­ 
ic record shows that ev en be­ 
fore the pan ic of 1929 stock 
bu y ers had been selectiv e an d 
had fav ored the popu lar blu e 
chips. 
The other side of the con ­ 
tem porary coin is that the su c­ 
cessfu l compan ies hav e re­ 
cen tly become more afflu en t, 
an d m a n 
y hav e in creased 
their profits percen tagewise 
ev en more rapidly than the 
stock m arket has au gmen ted 
share prices. 
.As for selectiv ity , the wide­ 
ly qu oted prime stocks — the 
30 con stitu tin g the Dow Jon es 
in du strial av erage — hav e 
fared better in the stock m ar­ 
ket than all shares listed. 
This bu oy an t behav ior of the 
Dow Jon es stocks has been 
ou tstripped, n ev ertheless, by 
the in cremen t in n et profits 
of the compan ies in v olv ed. 
Profits of these 30 compan ies 
sin ce 1961 hav e climbed 7 0%, 
whereas in the same period 
the av erage price rise of the 
stocks in v olv ed has been on ly 
30%. 
Thu s, the price-to-earn in gs 
ratio, a dev ice common ly u sed 
to ev alu ate stocks, has actu al­ 
ly declin ed for the Dow Jon es 
in du strial grou p. It is today 
well u n der what it was in 1961 
an d also lower than the lev el 
attain ed in September 1963. 
This ratio shows the ex ten t 
that estimated earn in gs are 
mu ltiplied to arriv e at a price. 
Price-to-Eamin gs 
What is tru e in respect to 
the d e c 1 i n e in the price-to- 
eam in gs ratio of the 30 lead­ 
in g in du strials is ev en more 
so in the case of all stocks 
listed on the New York Stock 
Ex chan ge. Recen tly the price- 
to-earn in gs mu ltiple was 16.3, 
an d this is barely 30% less 
than in early 1962 an d 12% 
less than in September 1963. 
At presen t the price-to-earn - 
in gs ratio of all listed stocks 
is alm ost as low as in the 
sprin g declin e in 1962 when 
prices sold off sharply after 
the late Presiden t Ken n edy 
had in terv en ed in steel pric­ 
in g. Before the cu rren t au ­ 
tu mn an d late su m m er recov ­ 
ery , the slu mp earlier this 
y ear had brou ght the price-to- 
earn in gs ratio to 15.2, the low­ 
est trou gh reached in the past 
fou r y ears. 
-T his an aly sis of all listed 
itocks if fu H ier paralleled by 


sim ilar behav ior of 50 leadin g 
stocks in major in du stries. Of 
t h e s e 50 en terprises, the 
shares of more than on e-third 
are lower than they stood at 
the 1961 peak before the sharp 
selloff in the sprin g of 1962. 
The av erage of all 50 is i?82 
compared with $7 3 fou r y ears 
ago, a price in crease of 12%, 
compared with 29 % for the 
shares In the Dow Jon es av er­ 
ages. All bu t two of the 50 
compan ies hav e s h o w n In ­ 
creased earn in gs in the past 
fou r y ears, with an av erage 
gain of 47 %. 
Of these compan ies, on ly 
sev en n ow hav e higher price- 
to-earn in gis 
ratios 
than 
in 
1961. 
Despite the broaden in g of 
corporate profits, div iden ds, 
thou gh in creased, hav e n ot 
risen proportion ately to stock 
prices, especially in the last 
two y ears. The 30 Dow Jon es 
compan ies in October were 
y ieldin g 2.9 4%, again st 3.05% 
in September 1963. The re­ 
tu rn , howev er, is s l i g h t l y 
abov e the percen tage of 2.92 
in December 1961. Mean while, 
in the past two y ears, bon d 
y ields hav e improv ed, 
an d 
high grade bon ds are n ow 
y ieldin g 4.8 2%. This disparity 
is a rev ersal of historic ex ­ 
perien ce. 
Gap Between Yields 
The gap between stock an d 
bon d y ields ex presses some m- 
v estor apprehen sion abou t the 
fu tu re bu y in g power of the dol­ 
lar an d reflects the assu m p­ 
tion that equ ities — stocks — 
are a better hedge again st in ­ 
flation than fix ed dollar obli­ 
gation s. 
In weighin g these factors 
an d the shape of thin gs to 
come, Dav id L. Babson , Bos­ 
ton econ omic an aly st, 
con ­ 
clu ded: “ (Corporate) earn in gs 
n ex t y ear are n ot likely to 
rise at the same rate as they 
did in 1963-65 becau se (a) in ­ 
du strial produ ction will n ot 
show as big an adv an ce; (b) 
wages an d some other costs 
will rise more than they hav e 
recen tly ; (c) social secu rity 
tax es are slated for a big 
ju mp (on e major compan y ) 
for ex ample, estimates this 
item in 1^ 
will be equ al to 
5% of 1965 earn in gs; (d) n o 
tax redu ction s are n ow in 
prospect for 1966. 
“The combin ation of these 
factors is likely to prev en t the 
earn in gs of some compan ies 
from makin g mu ch progress 
in 1966. An d su bstan tial de­ 
clin es in stock prices based on 
u n toward dev elopmen ts 
are 
alway s a short-term possibili­ 
ty . Bu t stock appraisals are 
mu ch lower today than in 1961 
an d therefore en tail less risk 
than they did then . 
“With a lon g history of eco­ 
n omic growth in the U.S. at a 
rate av eragin g 3%4V4% an ­ 
n u ally , an d of shrin kage in the 
v alu e of the dollar at the rate 
of 2% per y ear, there is ev ery 
r e a s 0 n to believ e the lon g­ 
term tren d of stock prices will 
con tin u e to be u pward.”
